marlund, concerning the legality oE 
the recall petitions filed against the 
city council, City Attorney William H. 
Dougherty and Attorneys Thomas S. 
Nolan, M. O. Mouat and O. A. Oes- 
tr.eich hold that the petitions are 
faulty in that they do not make any 
specific charges against the three men 
and' also that, though the petitions for 
the recall of the three officers were 
tiled separately, they do not comply 
with the meaning of the state Jaw 
which they hold contemplates only the 
recall of one officer at a time for suf- 
licient cause. 
This opinion was filed "with the city 


clerk today and will be the basis of 
his decision relative to the legality of. 
the petitions which he is now con- 
sidering. 
It would appear that the 


opinion of the four attorneys who have 
given the Question their closest atten- 
tion would practically result in the 
throwing out of the present petitions. 


On. Saturday last these 
attorneys 


met in. conference with the lawyers 
engaged by the element seeking the 
recall 
and went over the various

bent, or, in fact, without, any reTer- 
ence to the method in which he ban 
conducted the business of the office. 


Under That View. 


"Under this view, the grounds stat- 


ed would not need to be pertinent T.o 
the business of the office at all. but 
the petition might 
be put upon the 


grounds tlrat certain things had hap- 
'penecl,. over 
which 
this incumbent, 


obviously had no control. There seems 
to be absolutely no room for this con- 
struction. 
Jt was certainly never in- 


tended that the 
recall 
should 
be 


used as a mere political instrument 
lo bring about a chase for office. 


Frequent Recalls. 


"If this is the view, 
then we are 


presented with 
a situation 
which 


permits of one set of officials being 
repeatedly 
recalled 
without 
the 


slightest reason being assigned 
for 


the action. 
Under this construction 


there is not.hing to prevent another 
set of petitions, containing tlie same 
allegations, beine; filed while 
those 


are pending, and forcing the incum- 
bent, if elected in the present scram- 
ble, to promptly 
stand for 
another 


election. 


Idea Repellent. 


"This is so repellent 
to common 


souse that it' is impossible to convict 
the legislature of having any such 
intent. 
This is a construction which 


makes the law, not only ridiculous, 
but a vicious 
political 
instrument 


that can be used, in the bands of the 
minority, to practically suspend 
r.Uo 


performance of the functions of gov- 
ernment by those elected by the ma- 
jority. 
This is a majority 
govern- 


ment and they have 
already spoken 


and should not be called out to speak 
again, unless the law upon which the 
call is based is complied with. 


Expensive Whim. 


"This city should not he put to sev- 


eral thousand dollars expense merely 
to gratify the whim of a political Con- 
tingency, nor to satisfy tbe ambition 
of 
clever 
politician's, 
nor 
upon 
a 


feigned issue ol: insinuation when the 
real issue may be indefensible. 
It 


may be found that the proper holding 
of these elections carries an expense 
to the taxpayers of several thousand 
dollars, and this should have some 
practical influence, to say the least. ' 


As Insufficient. 


"This discussion could be carried on 


to an almost unlimited extent by way 
of practical illustration, but it is con- 
sidered that enough has been said to 
fairly outline the legal position taken. 
You may therefore, 
in our opinion, 


pronerly certify these petitions as in- 
sufficient for the reason that they do 
not contain that "general statement 
of the. grounds upon which the re- 
moval is sought," which is demanded 
by law. 


As to Signatures.

years ago, when Senator Browne was 
a candidate for re-election Hall was 
his opponent at the primaries. 


Several candidates for-the vacancy 


caused by the death of Assemblyman 
Schwittay of Marinette county are in 
the field. William F. Haase, a univer- 
sity law student, has announced his 
candidacy of the 'republican -ticket. He 
has just passed his majority, but the 
fact he has never voted is no bar to 
his eligibility. 
In the event of his 


elevation he will be the youngest mem- 
ber of the legislature. The county is 
normally republican.
